£Q Fifteen years ago, only a very small number of people in Egypt 
were able to go online. This has now changed. About a quarter of Egypt's 
population use the internet regularly, and this number is growing all the 
time. 

£Q Using the internet isn't as expensive in Egypt as in some other 
countries.This is because the government wants people to use it. 

£Q Websites can provide useful information about train timetables, 
post office prices, etc. 
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/^£Q In a survey, 23% of internet users in Egypt said they use their^X 
mobile phones to go online. 

GO Around 30% of internet users were secondary school and 
university students. 

£Q Social networking sites are the most popular reason for people 
to go online. Many people use these sites to communicate with their 
friends. 

GO Many museums and tourist attractions put opening hours, 
directions and other information on social networking sites. 

GO Dther popular activities on the internet include watching films 
and videos, reading news and researching information.
